The result of the local 
election In lhe eprtug gave rise to an 
Impression that there would be a 
radical departure from the conservative 
policy that has .prevailed In the town 
with respect to the saloon I> udness 
Alnee the town act went luto > fTect, 
and It was freely pt.-li.-i.-d that a more 
“ liberal " couinH Woul I be f ’.piwed 
and mote licem-ow 
la autlclpsi! *i. 
between the coueeisullve «ifiBent and 
the advocates of unlimited licenses, 
a large throng <4 p«op!« Adel the 
Council chamber nnA tba c>Ti.ior aud 
anterooms. The BrXgd Mreet slJe- • 
walk of Iba bank building w«s crowded 
with people long before t^e do*»ra 
opened. Tba doers were not opened 
until 7.45 o’cloqk, and a few moments 
afterward the 'Council chamber waa 
jammed even to standing room. 

Tbe saloon-keepers and their friends 
were largely In tba majority In tbe 
tbroog, but tbe Anal outcome of tbe 
contest was a disappointment to many 
of them, as tbe conservatives came out 
victorious In the tight, and successfully 
combated any material Increase In tbe 
uutuber of saloons.

Councilman Coolan 
arose, aod much to the surprise of tbe 
spectators asked that section two of 
tbe lloenee ordloaooe be read by tbe 
Clerk.

Mr. Coolan claimed that Mr. Baab’e 
plaee did not meet the requirements oC 
tbe ordinance In that be bpd no stable.

Raab leased stable-rooms aoross tbe 
street from his place, and had shown 
a three years’ lease for the same. 

Mr. CuDlan contended that the or¬ 
dinance clearly specified that stables 
must be on the premises of the appli¬ 
cant, and H It was permissible to go 
off the premises for stables, •* spare 
rooms” and other requirements of the 
ordinance could be leased In places 
other than the hotel premises. 

Councilman Moore Vegretted that the 
matter had not been brought up before 
the Council bad passed oh a similar 
application, that of Mrs Kelly. The 
Council, Mr. Moore said, could- revoke 
any license where It w,*e found that 
the technicalities of the ordinal <*<< had 
not been compiled with.

Edwin A. ltay tier appeared as ut.- 
set for Mt., Steenwertb and made a 
sffong plea f.«r him. Mr. Ruym-r 
claimed that some peculiar clrcum- 
staiices entered luto Mr Steenw-eith's 
caae. He had recently been granted a 
transfer to a Dew place and had gone 
to great expense In fitting up the 
building. 

Mr. Garabrant, In reply to tbls, said 
that Mr. Bteenwerth was fully aware 
that bis license expired on July 1, and 
should have considered that fact before 
lay leg out so much money. Mr. Bte an- 
wertb’e neighbors, Mr. Garabrant. said, 
testified that be bad violated tbe law. 

M. N. Higgins spoke In favor of 
granting Mr. Bteenwertb a license. 
“ He does not break the ordinance,’’ 
Mr. Higgins said, “anymore tban Mr. 
Raab or any other saloon-keeper. If 
both break tbe ordinance,” Mr. Higgins 
argued, “ one bae Just as much right 
as the other to a license. None of 
tbe saloon-keepers,” Mr. Higgins de¬ 
clared, •• live up to tbe ordinance.” 

Councilman Moore expressed aston¬ 
ishment at tbe wholesale Indictment of 
tbe saloon-keepers made by Mr. Hig¬ 
gins. Mi. Moore cited reasons why be 
opposed Mr. Bteenwerih'e application, 
and one was that bs regarded It as a 
new application, and tbe general policy 
of tbe Council bad been to keep tbe 
number of saloons down to a certain 
limit, and not grant new applications. 

Mr. Rayner disputed tbe statement 
that Mr. Bteenwertb was considered as 
a “ new applicant,” and be challenged 
Mr. Garabrant to prove that Mr. Bteeo- 
werth bad violated tbe law. -— 

Mr. Garabrant said that bs did not 
know of bla own personal knowledge 
that sueb was tbe caae. He cited tbe 
Instanoe of two years ago when Mr. 
Bteeowertb waa refused a license on 
account of the charges sgalnst him 
of violating JJie law snd of keeping a 
disorderly place. After those who bsd 
opposed Mr Bteenwerth's license bad 
left tbe meeting, tbe Council, Mr. 
Garabrant said, reconsidered Its action 
and granted tbe license, and that 
reconsideration was due to a special 
plea on behalf of Mrs. Metz, tbe owner 
of tbe building occupied by Mr. Bteen¬ 
wertb, and who was dependent upon 
the rent for her maintenance. No such 
consideration, he aald, entered Into tbe 
present application. Tbe application 
waa refused, Messrs. Unsngst, Oonlao, 
and Harrison voting yea, and Messrs. 
Moore, Walker, Farrand, and vpeteraon 
voting bo. 

Tb* eezt oontested application was 
that at Daniel O’Ooonor, No. 100 Walnut 
■treat. Mr. Garabrant objected to tba 
granting of tba application and panned 
to tba Clark a protest, signed, be 
claimed, by representative# of fifty- 
three out of tba ninety families In tbe 
Immediate vicinity of tbe propose*! 
ealooo. There waa fortperly a saloon 
conducted at tbe place applied for by 
Mr. O'Oonnor. but since It has been 
closed, Mr. Oarabrant said, the -looallty 
ha*l been much benefited and Im¬ 
proved. 

Mr. Rayner appeared for Mr O'Connor 
and eulogized the applicant, who, he 
■aid, waa tbe only native-born citizen 
of the town among all the applicants. 
The community In which Mr, O’Connor 
proposed to locate, Mr Rayner said, 
needed a saloon more than any other 
part of tbe town,, and he Indulged In 
none reminiscences about tbe “Blktb 



Ward.** Mr. Bayser banded la a 
counter petition to that of Mr. Oars- 
braat’s, cad signed by people who 
wanted tb* saloon. 

Mr. U can gat, after looking over Mr. 
Oarsbranl'a petition, declared that 
many of the signore were realdeute to 
tbe vicinity of tbe proposed ealoou.
